Trades Uffions’ 


LIVERPOOL, Sept. 2.—Atthe session of the 
Trades Unions’ Congress to-day, Mr. Wat- 
kins, President of the Congress, delivered an 
address in which he said he hoped the results 
of the Congress would encourage a great labor 
revival. Never before in the history of 
trades unionism had there been such remark- 
able developments as had recently occurred. 
The time bad undoubted arrived to energetic- 
ally try to secure the working day of eight 
hours. He did not fear that an eight-hour 
day would injure British trade. He did not 
think that a bill providing for such a working 
day should be forced through the House of 


Congress, 


Commons immedialely, irrespective of the 


. 
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wishes and desires of the industries affected, 
but there was no reason why an eight-hour 
day should not be conceded immediately to 
those occupations which unmistakably 
wanted it. He advocated direct representa- 
tion of labor in Parliament, State control of 
the rallways and a solution of the land ques- 
tion by naturalization. 

A resolution was offered by one of the dele- 
gates consuring the committee appointed by 
the last Congress for its failure to draft a bill 
for presentation to the House of Commons, 
providing for a ſegal working day of eight 
hours as it had been instructed to do by the 
Congress. The resolution occasioned a 
stormy debate. A number of speakers warmly 
favored the adoption of the resolution of 
censure. Mr. Henry Broadhurst, a delegate 
to the Congress dnd member of the House of 
Commons for West Nottingham, denounced 
the action of the committee in not drawing 
and presenting the bill to the House. The 
resolution was finaliy rejected. 


British fquadren at Toulon. 


PARIS, Sept. 2.—In response to the invita- 
tion extended by Admiral Rieunier, Naval 
Commander at Toulon, the British Mediter- 
ranean Squadron, Vice-Admiral Hoskins com- 
manding, entered the harbor at Toulon this 
morning. As the warships entered the porta 
salute of twenty-one guns was fired which 
was answered from the shore batteries. The 
lag of France was then hoisted upon the 
British flagship and saluted with fifteen guns. 
The French ironclad Formidable and the 
Spanish ironclad Pelayo each ran the British 
ensign to the foremasthead and fired a salute 
in its honor. A large crowd gathered upon 
the quays to witness the ceremonies. 


Auguries of Coming Trouble, 


Roomz, Sept. 2.—It is believed here that the 
report of a coolness between the Czar and 
Emperor William is well founded. The im- 

-pression given is that Russia and France are 
ready to adopt a menacing attitude toward the 
parties to the Triple Alliance, Germany, Aus 
tria and Italy. The refusal of King Humbert 
to personally greet the French squadron when 
it visits Spezziais believedto be a mark of 
Italy’s distrust -of France on account of her 
supposed alliance with Russia. The two inci- 
dents, taken together, are considered as pos- 
sible auguries of coming trouble.

CRUSHED HIS SKULL, 


John Morris Serieusly Injured by an Un- 
known Negro Sunday. 


John Morris, aged 15 years, is lying at his 
home, 2746 Market street, with his skull fraé- 
tured. It is possible that he may recover, But 
the attending physician is not very bhopeful. 
Little is known of how the boy was injured. 
He was conscious this morning, but tne doc- 


tor having forbidden him to talk, his mother 
told the story. 

„Johnny was out near the Compton Avenue 
Base Bali Park on Sunday afternoon. He 
came home in the evening with his head ban- 
daged. Iasked bim what was the matter and 
be said a negro had hit him in the head wiih a 
stone. Dr. Nemour had bandaged bis head 
he said. He made light of it but refused to eat 
any supper and went to bed. Early in the 
morning he hada spasm, Isentior-Dr. Ne- 
mour and we did what we could for him. He 
had three spasms. Dr. Mudd was calied in for 
consultation and they examined the boy’s 
head and found that his skull was fractured. 
Here is hig hat. See the hole the point of the 
stone made. 

There was a small jagged hole in front of the 
crown of the hat and the lining was stained 
with blood. 

The doctors said the skull was pressing 
down onthe brain and they performed an 
operation toraise it and remove the blood 
that had accumulated around the wound. The 
doctor who was here this morning said Johnny 
was getting along much better than he ex- 
pected. 

»Jonnny does not know who it was that hit 
bim. It was one ofacrowd of negroes from 
the brick yards on Comptoy avenue. It is an 
awful rough crowd and I don’t see why the 
police aliow them to hang around there and 
stone the bevs. One ofJohnnay’s mates saw 
the stone strike him and saw him fall, but 
didn’t see who threw it. They teil me the 
boys weren't worrying the negroes, or saying 
anything to them. 

No. I haven’t reported it to the police. I 
have just stayed here with my boy. Jdhnny 
doesn’t know who hit him and I don’t see 
how they could catch the man that did it.’’ 

John was for two years in the employ of the 
Western Union Telegraph Co.as a messenger, 
but left their employ a month ago to learn 


plumbing. He was working for Richard Nor- 
ris and is well thought of by a large 
circle of acquaintances. The atten 


tion of the police was cailed to the case to- 
day, and some effort willbe made to appre- 
hend his assailant.

A STRAINED SITUATION. 


THE WESTERN PASSENGER ASSOCIATION 
HOLDS AN IMPORTANT MEETING. 


General Demoralizatieon of the Agreement 
Under Which the Lines Have Been Oper- 
ated—Complaints of Cut Kates—A Lew 
Fare for St. Louis Demanded— President 
Goddard’s Views, 


HE meeting of the 
Western PassengerAs- 
sociation calied for to- 
Gay assembled at 10 
o’clock this morning 
in parior & of the 
Southern Hotel,and at 
once proceeded to 
MAbusiness.

| ing is regarded as one 
of the most important 


„ that has been held by 
N “i the members of the 

— association,as upon it 
depends the continuance of the agreement un- 
der which the lines west of Chicago have 
hitherto been operating. General dissatisfac- 
tion is expressed with the manner in which 
the convention is organized, but there exists 
great difference of opinion and strong rivairy 
as to the character of the changes that are to 
be made, and there is a strong possibility that 
the association will be broken up, and a fierce 
rate war will ensue. 

ACTION OF THE FRISCO. 

There are some who advocate a division of 
the association into two sections, one with 
power to regulate the Northwestern passen- 
ger tariffs and the other to arrange matters in 
the Southwest. This plan is opposed by those 
who desire to have Chicago continue her con- 
trol of the situation, and is favored by the 
St. Louls contingent. The latter consider 
that they have gained a decided victory in 
having the place of meeting moved 
from Chicago to this city, where the views 
of those interested in obtaining low 
rates for the Exposition and Fair can be ob- 
tained. The agreement under which the agsso- 
ciation was organised expireson the 9th of 
the present month, and if another isto be ac- 
cepted, it will have to be very cousiderably 
modified. The announced intention of the 


Frisco, whichis notin the association, to 
givearate of at most one fare for the round 
trip during the fall festivities from Cherry- 
vale, Kan.,to St. Louis, led toa demand 
from competing lines for a change in the same 
direction. The rule adopted has been to al- 
low this rate from points within 200 miles 
from St. Louis, and to fix a 
rate of not less than one 
and one-third fare from other points. When 
the intention of the Frisco was made known 
it was suggested that competing roads be 
allowed to meet any rate that might be made. 
To this objection was raised by roads termi- 
nating in Chicago which do not touch St. 
Louis, as they claimed thata lowrate to St, 
Louis would disorganize fares throughont the 
West. This question will have to be decided 
at the present meeting. 
CHARGES OF RATE-CUTTING. 

A great many complaints have been made 
that secret rate-cutting has been going 
on on an immense scale, and that 
the agreement has been practically an- 
nulled by the extent to which this 
nas been carried. The Rock Island has been 
the principal scapegoat, but charges similar 
in their nature have been made against nearly 
every road. Itis alleged that the trouble 
arises from the manner in which round-trip 
tickets have been manipulated, many going 
so far as to say that a bonus has been aid 
scalpers on redeemed tickets of certain lines 
to enable them to undersell other roads. The 
identification of passengers by the printed 
and stamped descriptien is universally ad- 
mitted to amount to nothing, it cing 
alleged that in one instance a young 
lady passed over the Rock Island on 
aticket soldtoa manof 60 with afull gray 
beard. This system of cutting rates has in- 
duced one or two lines to threaten to abandon 
the agreement unless something is done to 
put a stop to it. 

CHAIRMAN GODDARD’S VIEWS. 

Chairman J. F. Goddard, in reply to a ques- 
tion, said: 1 do not believe that the associa- 
tion willbe broken up. There will, however, 
probably be several important changes in the 
agreement. The rules under which the asso- 
ciation is working at present area sort of 
patchwork, as they were made at a number of 
successive meetings, and do not provide 
for all contingencies. Scores of amendinents 
have been proposed and some will in all prob- 
ability be adopted. As to rate-cutting, any 
number of charges have been made, and they 
will be investigated. The meeting will have 
its hands full, and will be likely to continue 
in session for several days. 

During the first session of the representa- 

tives of the lines Interested in the association 
the situation was discussed and anumber of 
complaints were presented, especially in 
regard to rates. A lengthy 
discussion lace and no li- 
tie crimination an recrimimation was 
indulged in, but nothing definite was decided 
upon. The question of low rates during the 
fall festivities in this city was then taken up, 
but not brought to aconciusion, as it was 
evident that there was very considerable dit- 
ference of opinion among the rallroad men. 
The sentiment was general that it would 
be desirable to retain the present association 
in existence, it it would so modified as to 
allow all lines involved a fair chance, but it 
was evident that great differences of opinion 
existed among the delegates. An ad- 
journment was at 2 p. m., 
and at 8:30 the reassem- 
bied. Nothing definite determined 
upon during this afternoon. The meeting, 
from present indications, will remain in ses- 
sion for several days.

Some weeks ago two men who had recently 
arrived from England and who were on their 
way to St. Louis were stopped in Philadelphia 
by Custom-house officers, as it was charged 
that they had been imported under contract. 
They were Isaac Boyse and Fred Darvsolki, 
smelters, and they were on their way to the 
Glendale Zinc Works in South st.

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STRIKE THIS MORNIN d. 


Very Little Excitement Over the Matter 
Both Sides Quiet—The Investigation of 
the New Kork Central Strike by the State 
Board of Arbitration—Witnesses Exam- 
ined—Labor News. 


CHICAGO, III., Sept. 2.—The great strike of 
the journeymen carpenters opened this morn- 
ing in uncertain quantity. At neither tue 
headquarters of the journeymen nor the 
bosses was it known to what extent the order 
to quit work had been obeyed. The strike 
opened, however, differently from any that 
has been inaugurated here for years. At the 
headquarters of the journeymen, where here- 
tofore it has been always claimed that every 
carpenter in the city obeyed the mandate of 
the:council, it was admitted this morning that 
perhaps some, perhaps a great many, had not 
done so this time. At the headquarters of the 
old and new bosses’ association, where on the 
other hand the ano, ane of a journey- 
men’s strike is declared to Hd no men idle, 
it is said to-day that perhaps a great many 
laid down their tools for a time on Saturday 
night. The bluster of the antagon ists is miss- 
ing to-dav. Each seems to be watching the 
other and to be carefully sizing up the situa- 
tion before any comment is made, 


The New York Central. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 2.—Supt. Burrows of 
the New York.Central said yesterday that the 
striking switchmen would not be taken back 


under any circumstances. He declared the 
new men were doing better work than the old 
crews and that he proposed to keep them. 


The State Investigation. 


NEw YorK, Sept. 2.—At 10 o’ clock this morn- 
lng the State Board of Mediation and Arb itra- 
tion began their investigation into the Strike 


onthe New York Central Railroad. The ses- 
sions of the committee are held in the unoc- 
cupied room of the Court of Common Pleas in 
the new, Court-house. Vice-President Webb 
was present, attended by Mr. F. Loomis, 
General Counsel of the road, and Mr. Pow- 
derly was on band, accompanied by his legal 
adviser, Gen. Roger A. Pryor. More than 
fifty witnesses have already been subpwmnaed 
by the Knights of Labor. 

Messrs. Devlin and Wright, after a careful 
inspection of the Hudson freight service from 
Albany to Buffalo, assert tifat the biockade 
grows steadily more formidable and that the 
company is losing thousands of dollars daily. 

It was neariy 10:80 o’clock when the mem- 
bers of the Board entered the court room and 
informed counsel that they were ready to 
proceed with the inquiry. Mr. Webb was the 
first witness called. Mr. Webb said that he 
was Third Vice President of the New York 
Central & Hudson River Railroad and had 
eharge of the operation of the road. The 
company had no controyersy with the em- 
ployes. On the eve of August 8, a large 
number of the employes left and their places 
had been filled. The alleged cause was that 
seventy-eight out of 20,000 had been dis- 

charged. They were discharged for good 
cause, but only seven of those men 
applied to the company for infor- 
mation as to why they were discharged. 
Subsequently, a gentieman from another 
State called and wanted to know why the men 
were discharged, The witness declined to 
ive the reasons. This gentleman was Mr. 
olland. Upon being cross-examined by 
Gen. Roger Pryor, Mr. Webb said he had 
nothing to do with the road outside of the 
transportation and operating departments. 
Mr. Depew was abroad. The witness had dis- 
charged the men on reports from members of 
the secret service ofthe company. Those re- 
ports are notin existence. They conveyed to 
him the charges and evidence. The charge 
iteclf was unsatisfactory service. An engin- 
eer named Lee was discharged for unsatisfac- 
tory service. The man Lee was very arro- 
gant and insolent and said he would tie up 
every wheel between here and Buffalo if he 
did not get some of the Vanderbilt money. 
On being asked if he ever requested aid and 
- protection from the police before he em- 
ployed Pinkerton men, Mr. Webb said that 
be had not. ~ 

This ended the testimony for the Central. 

Wm. A. Valentino, Master Workman of 
Assembly 10,569 and one of the discharged 
employes, was the first witness for the 
Knights. 

The witness recelved a written communica- 
tion from the assistant superintendent 
which stated that his services would not be 
required after August 4. Then in a rambling 
way the witness id how he bad been cau- 
tioned not to appear tov prominently as a 

Knight of Labor, as it would interfere with 
his promotion, 

Dennie McCarthy, train baggageman, testi- 
fied that he was discharged on July 31. On 
August 81 he asked Mr. Toucey if his dis- 
charge was final. Mr. Toucey accused him of 
being one of the ‘‘kickers’’ and a Knight of 
Labor. The.witness appealed to Mr. Toucey 
to remember his twenty years of faithful 
service and the latter revoked the discharge, 
but when witness reported for duty after- 
wards ordered to give up his badge and keys 
by a subordinate of Mr. Toucey’s and was 
then discharged. | 

E. J. Lee, Master Workman of District 246, 
testified that District 246 ordered the strike 
because the company had violated an agree=- 
ment with the men, in which it was agreed to 
lve the reasons for all discharges. Witness 
had always performed his duty faithfully and 
at the time of his discharge was an extra 
hand and was on leave until he was ready to 
report for work. On August 8, Mr. Toucey 
told the witness that he was an agitator and 
would not be taken back, but that he would 
not be blacklisted and if he could not get a 
situation on the New Haven road, he 
(Teucey) would give him a recommendation. 


False Reports. 


ALBaxrY, N. T., Sept. 2.—Late reports from 
Karner make it appear that there was no 
foundation for the story that an attémpt was 


made to wreck the eastbound Chicago 
express Saturday night. John Boscb, a 
well-known citizen of this. place, was 
on the train, and says he got 
off as soon as it stopped. In company with 
Edward Walsh, Thomas Patton and others he 
’ walked forward to the locomotive and saw 
nothing to support the story that there was 
an ebstruction on the track. He says also 
that nobody spoke of an obstruction though 
he asked what had caused the stoppae. 


Conductors Want More Pay. 


CHICAGO, Sept.2.—A committee representing 
the passenger and freight conductors of the 


Chicago & Northwestern Railway, and all its 
auxiliary lines, except the Chicago, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Omaha, was in Chicago yester- 
day in consultation with General Manager J. 
M. Whitmau regarding an increase of pay. At 
present the men are paid from $75 to $90 a 
*month, but they demand ascaleon the basis 
of $125 a month for the highest paid men. The 
conference was entirely harmonious and the 
request of the men was taken under consid- 
eration. 


Broom Corn Cutters Strike. 


TuscoLa, III., Sept. 2.—Nearly all the broom 
corn cutters in Coles and Douglas Counties 


Struck for a raise of 25 cents a day in their 
wages yesterday. They had been getting $1 
rday. Three hundred joined the strike at 
cola.

As the growers must save their crops 
at onee, they will no doubt coneede to the 
demands of the striking cutters, who are 
mostly from the Southern part of the State.

THE WOODWORTH INQUIRY. -: 

Science is a saucy jade and insists upon 
sticking her inquiring nose into every- 
thing, regardless of anyone’s feelings, 
prejudices and opinions. She is trench- 
ing, however, upon extremely delicate 
ground in the investigation instituted by 
Drs, ADAMS and DILLER into the sanity of 
Mrs. Mantua B. Woopwortn, the evan- 
gelist, and the effects of the influence ex- 
erted upon those who attend her tent 
meetings. 

The manifestation of what Mrs. Woop- 
WORTH Calls the power of the Spirit is not 
a new thing. It is an important element 
in the religious belief and  prac- 
tice of a large section of the 
church militant. It accompanies to a 
greater or less extent all of the efforts of 
the so-called revivalists and evangelists. 
Their methods are similar to Mrs. Woop- 
WORTH’S, although they may be modified 
in some respects. The singing of monoto- 
nous songs, the repeated exhortations, the 
excitement of a thropg wrought up to an 
intense devotional phrensy are depended 
upon for results of which trances, vision- 
seeing and strange nervous involuntary 
action are common examples. They are 
regarded by those who engage in such 
devotional exercises as evidence of 
divine power directly and actively ex- 
erted, and any attack upon them is 
resented as attacks upon religion. 
The charge that such phenomena are due 
to mental excitement or mesmerism, and 
its influence upon the nervous system is 
laid to skepticism. It has been a mooted 
question as to the effects of such influ- 
ences upon mind and body. Some per- 
sons have undoubtedly been deranged by 
undue excitement of this sort, but on the 
other hand many constantly subjected to 
it apparently are not injured in the 
slightest degree. 

But what can be the outcome of the in- 
vestigation? Mrs. WOODWORTH’S alleged 
insanity is of a sort common to thousands 
of persons whose arrest on this 
charge would be considered ridiculous. 
Should the influence she exerts be ad- 
judged hypnotic and harmful, can the 
law be invoked and stop it? It is difficult 
to discover how any legal procedure ex- 
cept that of a civil suit for damages by an 
injured person can be carried through. 

It will, of course, be interesting to learn 
whether this so-called power“ is hypno- 
tism, whether it is harmful or not, if the 
investigation proceed so far, but if it be 
pronounced harmful the doctors who are 
experimenting in it as well as the revival- 
ists should be stopped. Why not proceed 
first against the doctors who, according to

The Papers Presented in the Pro- 
bate Court at a Late Hour This 
Afternoon. 


Dr, Boswell of the First Methodist Church 
Receives a Letter From Mr. Woed- 
worth— He Claims His Wife le Not in Her 
Right Mind—A Mesmerist Challenges 
Drs. Diller and Adams to Prove That 
Mesmerism Is Practiced at the Revival, 


At 2:30 this afternoon Doctors Wellington 
Adams and Theodore Diller waiked into the 
office of the Clerk of the Probate Court and 
filed the following complaint:

They will 
explain the case to him and de 
will set a date for its hearing probably within 
a few days. The person whose sanity is 
questioned will be given five days to prepare 
a defense and to collect witnesses. 

The doctors are determined to prosecute 
the case. They will secure the best legal as- 
sistance and will pay the expenses of the trial 
out of their own pockets. 

Dr. Adams said: 

„We have had a number of physiciane and 
ministers call on us to express their appreeia - 
tion and thanks for what we have done. They 
say they are glad that some one has the cour- 
age to take the stand we have done, and 
promise their support im unearthing any 
wrongs which may exist. 

„We have no interest in the matter, other 
than science and the general benefit to 


humanity. We are confident of success, as 
we can. readily prove herinsanity. Others 
are coming into the field, and the best pro- 
fessional talent will be employed at the 
trial. 

RIRED AN ATTORNEY. 

The doctors called atthe office of Frank M. 
Estes this afternoon for the purpose of-secur- 
ing hid services as their attorney. They ex- 
pect that Mrs. Woodworth will also have good 
legal advice that she can obtain and expecta 
severe fight. The trial will probably be 
one of the most sensational ever held in the 
city. 
Mrnat Mre. Woodworth is freally insane and 
that she exercises a hypnotic influence over 
the people is ecientific fact, said Dr. Diller 
this afternoon. 

We can prove what we have already de- 
clared and the ecientific works state cases of 
a similar nature.“ They use as Illustration 
the case of Jaan D'Arc and other noted his- 
torical characters... We will have no trouble in 
proving that she is insane. 

A MESMERIST’S CHALLENGE. 

One of the arguments which Mrs. Wood- 
worth has brought to bear as proof that mes- 
merism or hypnotism did not enter into the 
production of the power. was that a man 
named Adams, a mesmerist, so she said, haa 
said he did not see ow the people 
were hypnotized py her. She also produced 
one of his handbills, a green one, about four 
feet long, as proof that he was an eminent 
mesmerist, because tt said so on the hand- 
bill, 

Mr. Adams, the ‘‘eminent mesmerist,’’ 
speaks his professional opinion as follows:

One woman, who was 
evidently intoxicated, either with religious 
fervor or something else, addressed some 
newspaper reporters in most abusive terms, 
and wound ap by requesting some of those on 
the platform to eject them. ; 

Their action in refraining from attempting 
to hypnotize those present was evidently 
from fear of the consequences which they 
now anticipate will follow because of the in- 
terest taken in it by physicians. One of those 
who led in prayer asked for strength to sub- 
m it to the persecutions which they were un- 
dergoing and asking that they be 
made prepared for the prison, the 
cross and other things. He also 
quietly hinted to Mr. Greenwood to be a little 
more reserved in his prayers by asking that 
aa permit notbiug objectionable to be 
said.

Street and Alley Werk.

The board was of the opinion that it 
was of no use letting the work now as the 
eonstractors all had so much work now that 
they could not take hold of the work before 
spring.

FORCED THE ENGINEER TU HELP, 


The Louisville & Nashville Cannon Ball 
Train Robbed in Alabama, 


MOBILE, Ala., Sept. 2.—The Louisville & 
Nashville cannon ball train, which left Mobile 
ats o’clock last night, was held up at Big 
Escambia Bridge, half a mile north 
of Pensacola Junction, by robbers, who 
entered the express car and compelled 
the messengerto giveupthe contents of his 
safe.

THE KINS®Y AND ANTI-KINSEY rokors 
BATTLING IN DE SOTO, | 


The Interest Centered in the Outcome of the 
Tenth District Contest—Is Matt G. Rey- 
nelds a Congressional CandMate?—Re- 
pubjican Committee Contests—Orgaalz- 
ing a New Party- Political Notes. 


The Teuth Congressional District Repudlt- 
cans are fighting one of the most exciting 
political battles known in tue history of the 
district this afternoon at De Soto. Uniess 
there is a deadlock to-day will decide whether 
Kinsey will score a triumph or fall 
at the hands of his opponents. The opposi- 
tion to hie nomination has been organizing 
for some time, and is bitter and determined, 
The leaders are in many cases disappointed 
applicants for Federal positions, and, act- 
ing on the theory that revenge is 
Sweet, they want it and say they 
will have it. The delegates from 
the city wards and St. Louis County went 
down to De Soto this morning almost unani- 
mously opposed to Kinsey’s renomination. 
The Thirteenth Ward, which takes in the 
greater part of Carondelet, sent down two 
delegations of seven each: One is for Kinsey 
and the other is violently opposed 
to bim. The former carried the 
credentials Active by active Oongressional 
Committee man Starkloff, and its chairman K- 
pressed the opinion that every Republican in 
it would beseated inthe convention. The 
contesting delegation, headed by V. B. 8. 
Reber, expressed an entirely opposite opin- 
fon. Its members declared that 
it could prove and would to 
the satisfaction of the convention 


that the hinsey delegation was not regularly 
elected by the voters of the ward. 

The St. Louls County delegation, twenty- 
three strong, paraded through the city early 
this morning and announced thatthe solid 
vote would go to Richard Barthold. The 
same train carried a number 
of leading Bouth End Republicans, 
who explained that their only objectin going 
to the convention was to look on. Anti- 
Kinsey delegates claimed, however, that they 
were going down to whoop up things for 
Bartheld. 

OFFICIALS TAKE A HAND, 

Among the local delegates were Collector

A Republican politician, living in the ex- 
treme southwestern part of the city near the 
county line, relates an incident II- 
lustrative of the feeling between 
the Kinsey and Barthold workers.

Asthe 
story goes Barthold’s iriends learned of this 
and, after a consultation, went to Haase and 
told him he would be boycotted if 
he did not go to the convention and 
support Barthold.

Mr. Kinsey’s friends said this morning that 
he would carry off the nomination despite the 
nt Stone ofthe city and St. Louis County 
politicians if the southeastern countie 
would only deliver the votes expecte 
of them.

} SERIOUS RESULTS. 
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Principals Face to Face With Grave Difficul- 
ties In the Matter of Act odati 
and Books—Working in Double Sessions 
at the Pope School—EKighty-five Appli- 
Gants Turned Away at the Stoddard. 


HE school year has 
‘opened and now the 
evils which are the 
natural result of the 
misconduct of the 
A School Board are be- 
coming troublesome. 
The schools are ina 
state of’ chaos. They 
are rapidly becoming 
crowded beyond their 
" capacity and the pu- 
Pils are not at work because they have no 
books. Exceptforthe fact that they are un- 
der discipline they had as well be on the 
streets as sitting idly in the school-rooms, re- 
sorting to every scheme the teachers“ imag- 
tion can devise to kill time. The enrollment 
yesterday was not as great as in former 
years, but only because many parents 
kept their children away to avoid the crowds 
and others had not reached the city.. To-day 
the principals were busy receiving additional 
pupils and rapidly the rooms are filing up 
until there will soon be room for mo more. 
That the schools are entirely unequal to the 
demand is a notorious fact and the necessity 
for increased was never 
more severely felt than now. The number of 
pupils belonging atthe close of school last 
year was 44,988. The number belonging at the 
close of the first day of this year was 39,78, and 
five schools not heard from. The reports of 
these, with the additional enrolimentof to-day 
brings the number belonging up to thaé of 
last year, which means that the schools are 


S - 
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crowded and there is no more 
room. There are many pupils out 
of the elty, many who attended 


last year and who will have to be provided fos 
this year, but what will be done with them no 
one knows. The Virectors do not. The Pope 
School is giving only half accommodations to 
many of its pupils, permitting them to attend 
a half day only, and the same system will 
have to be introduced into other schools 
unless some provision is made for their relicf 
to prevent hundreds of children from spend- 
ing another year untaugbt and uneducated. It 
is precious time in the lives of children the 
Directors are wasting, but that does not inter- 
est them. School Board politics take up all 
their time; they can give no time to the edu- 
cation of children. 

These conditions were not unforeseen. They 
were pointed out to the board time. and again 
and they were permitted to come about know- 
ingly. Supt. Long made a special report last 
November, showing the necessity for addi- 
tional accommodations, and that report was 
acted upon before the shameful fight in the 
board began. Atthe February meeting the 
joint committee of ways and means and teach- 
ers made a report embodying Mr. Long's 
recommendations and recommending the fol- 
lowing additions and new buildings as ‘‘ur- 
gentiy needed:’’ 

To the Pope sehaol, six rooms; to the Ar- 
lington school, two rooms; to the Elleard- 
ville school, six rooms; to the Spring Avenue 
school, four rooms; to the No. 5 school, three 
rooms; to the No. 8 school (frame), two 
rooms to the No. 11 school (frame), two rooms; 
anew building be erected on a site owned by 
this board on McPherson avenue and Warne 
street, in city block 3922, to contain twelve 
rooms; a newschoo! building be erected in 
the vicinity of Grand and St. Louis avenues, 
to contain six rooms; the Lands and Leasing 
Committee be authorized to purchase a suit- 
able site for the following schools: For the 
Elieardville School addition, for the No. 4 
School addition, for the new school to be 
erected in the neighborhood of Grand and St. 
Louis avenues; that because of the over- 
crowded condition of the Hamilton School 
another story be added to the present build- 


ing. 
WHY THE WORK WAS NEGLECTED. 

This report was adopted and the work 
would have been done last summer, but 
School Board politics interfered aud the 
summer was spent in quarreling.

CAUGHT IN A HURRICANE, 


The Tough Trip of the Qhebee Line Steamer 
Orineoce. 


HAMILTON, Bermuda, Sept. 2.—The Quebec 
Line steamsh ip Orinoco arrived at this port 
from New York yesterday after passing 
through one of those terriffiic southeasterly 
hurricanes, which swept her decks from stem 
to stern and nearly sent the vessel to the bot- 
tomof the sea. The Orinoco was twentv- 
four hours late and the appearance of the ves- 


sei fuliv accounted for her tardiness. 
wonder is that she came through the storm in 
such good shape. Her deck load of shooks or 


boxing lumber, was almost en- 
tirely washed overboard, one of the 
starboard life- boats was smashed into 


kindling wood and many of hersails were 
torn or carried from the bolt ropes. The awn- 
ing frames on toe apper deck were wrecked, 
the saloon, floodyd and the steering geer dis- 
abled. It was temporarily repaired, so that 
the vessel could work her way slowly into 
port. Capt. Garvin said the Orinoco was 
struck by the hurricane 100 miles northwest of 
Bermuda at 3 o’clock on Sunday morning. 
The barometer feli rapidly on Sunday night, 
and every precaution was taken to protect the 
vessel. The hatches were more firmly secured 
and the deck load of shooks was also ex- 
amined. On the upper and main decks the 
steamer carried a number of cattle, and par- 
ticular attention was paid to the fittings. 
The storm struck the steamer at 2 o’clock 
on Sunday morning. The wind came from the 
southeast and there was a terrific sea running. 
The waves washed clear over the bridge and 
flooded the main deck forward where there 
were about thirty-five head of cattle in stalls. 
Those onthe upper deck suffered the moat, 
and itsoon became apparent to the Captain 
that some ofthe frightened animais must be 
run overboard. This was finally done, for the 
animals threatened to break loose. The howl- 
ing of the storm effectually stlenced the cries 
of the drowning animals. The waves fairly 
swept the steamer’s decks, carrying every 
thing movable overboard. The upper deck- 


load of shooks broke loose, but were, 
fortunately, awept overboard before any 
damage was done by them. An enor- 


mous wave tore loose one of the starboard 
life boats and dashed it to pieces on the deck. 
There were about thirty passengers on the 
boat. Noneof them ventured on deck, but 
the water found its way into the saloon and 
flooded that compartment. It was impossi- 
ble to serve breagtfast on Sunday morning. and 
to make matters worse the steering gear gave 
out and for a time the steamer lay heipless in 
the trough of the huge seas which threatened 
to engulk her. Capt. Garvin, however, man- 
aged to work the vessel head to seas and keep 
her there until the steering could be tempo- 
rarily repaired. The vessel will be repaired 
here before returning to New York. Her hull 
and engines appear to be all right. Oapt. Gar- 
vin said it) was one of the toughest trips he 
had ever experienced. None of the passen- 
gers were seriously injured, although some 
of them were bruised by the tossing of the 
steamer,

THE BANKERS’ CONVENTION, 
ST 


Important Topics’ Be Discussed by the 
Leading naneclers, 


New Yorke, Sept. 2.— The bankers of this 
city believe that one of the most important 
conventions of the year is that of the Ameri- 
ean Baaxers’ Convention to be held at Sara- 
toga this week. Other meetings attract more 
immediate attention from the general public, 
butthe great leaders of finance, the presi- 
dents of railroads and trusts, the heads of 
banks and of great corporations and the mem- 


bers of the Various exchanges throughout the 
country will eagerly watch the Saratoga con- 
vention, and the words of the bankers on 
their favorite topics will be read and dis- 
cussed long after the convention has ad- 
ourned. Nearly a dozen meetings of bankers 
ave already been held during the year, in 
New York, Boston, Chicago and several 
Southern and Western cities, and there are 
others yet to come, The Michigan Bankers’ 
Association will meet at Saginaw September 
10, and the Tennessee Bankers’ Association 
will meet at Memphis, October 22. These lo- 
cal gatherings have drawn together many 
shrewd men of business, but the 
Saratoga Convention will attract prom- 
inent financiers from all the 
country. New York, the financial 
the country, willbe ably. represented. 
programme for discussion has already been 
printed. There will, however, be a number 
of topics of apecial interest which will be dis- 
cussed, besides those airesady announced. 
The finanolal situation at present is peculiar, 
and its problems will not be solved simply by 
reading the history ofthe monetary move- 
ments of the past. The present laws and 


‘their effect will, without doubt, be carefully 


noted. The growth of deposit 
banking will be one of the impor- 
tant subjects for discussion. The 


practical changes resulting from the new re- 
serve legisiation of 1887 will also be consider - 
ed. The public benefits of the law of 1883, re- 
pealing bank taxes, will receive due consid- 
eration. Much time will be given to the 
development of banks and banking, not only 
in the principal cities, but also in the agricul- 
tural and manufacturing sections of the 
United States. Special attention will be given 
to the safeguards against fraudulent transac- 
tions, forged or raised checks, spurious drafts 
and negotiable documents and to losses from 
em bezziement, defalcation snd other 
misconduct of trusted officials. 
One of the most interesting toptos before the 
convention, as well as one of the most impor- 
tant, is the prevention of monetary strin- 
gency and panics. This will embrace a re- 
view of the recent financial situation, with iis 
monetary stringency, and athorough discus- 
sion of the causes which contributed to the 
tightness of the money market and of the 
efforts to relieve it will be in order. Three 
members who may be expected to speak dur- 
ing this discussion are Chas, Parsons of St. 
Louls, Mr. Gage of Chicago and Rufus Lack- 
land of St. Louis, all of whom are said to 
possess special sources of information on 
these questions. Mr. Lackland has recently 
given an explanation of the monetary situa- 
tion which is interesting. He says: 

The reason of the strain can be explained 
in a few words. Thecauses leading to the 
heavy demand for money made upon New 
York are not extraordinary. The demand 
arose simply from the fact that the crops are 


| about two weeks earlier than usual, and the 
15 money necessary to move them has 
e 


been 
needed sooner than was expected either by 
New York bankers or by bankers of the other 
leading markets of the country. The move 
of the fall crops of the United States necessi- 
tates a demand fromthe metropolis of from 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000. The demand for 
money coming earlier than usual, the 
New York banks called“ on their customers 
for the amount of theirioans. It was merely 
the healthy outside demand for money coming 
sooner than was expected which caused the 
stringency. There were no signs of a finan- 
cial panic.’’

MEXICO’S FROGR ESS. 


An Ipteresting Chat About Journalism and 
Other Matters. . 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2.— Adolfo Duchos, one of 
the editors of Ei Universal of the City of Mex- 
ico, arrived in this city yesterday, and in an 
interview witha reporter gave an interesting 
account of affairs at present in the Aztec cap- 
ital. For five years Mr. Duchos was exiled 
from Mexico for writing against the Govern- 
ment of President Diaz, but matters were 


straightened out for him, and he returned to 
Mexico to resume his profession. During his 
exile Mr. Duchos founded two — papers 
in Texas, one at Austin, El Espectador, and 
the other at Eagle Pass, Hi Commercio. 

„We have endeavored,in the conduct of our 
paper, sald Mr. Duchos, to employ some 
of the American ideas of journalism. Hereto- 
fore news, a8 you understand it here, had no 
value among Mexican newspapers. The pa- 
pers there were perfectly content to publish 
the report ofan occurrence, no matter how 
important, a week after it became public. 
What they call a ‘beat’ here was unknown 
with our papers, and reporters as such had 
practically no existence. We introduced a 
direct daily telegraph service, engaged 
reporters and di other things of 
this character and the result has ampiy justi- 
fied the experiment. But in other things be- 
sides journalism, a change is being wrouxht 
in Mexico. Gambling, for instance, which 
was formerly regularly licensed, and for 
which one man held the exclusive privilege in 
return for a large tax collected by the district 
Government, has been abolished since Dr. 
Ramon Fernandes, the new Governor of tie 
district, has come into power., During the 
fetes at lacubaya, Mexico’s famobs suburban 
resort, where the biggest gambling establish- 
ment in the country used to be, gambling is 
allowed, but cnly during these periods. 
In some things, however, the 
Government is far behind your 
people here. For instance, the néwspapers 
are not allowed to print the account of a crime 
before they have the permission of the au- 
thorities. Recently one of our men worked 
up acase onthe plan of the American re- 
porter, on his own account, and when the 
story was published next day he was promptly 
wanes in jail, where he remained a long 
while.

rest of the culprits, the latter will be enabled 
to get out of the way. lu consequence a 
heavy penalty is imposed for a violation of 
this law.

To call McLaughlin a hustler sums up in one 
word nearly all bis perfections asa jockey. 
The dictionary definition of this word is not 
half broad enough, but the world does not 
have to go to Worcester or Webster to learn 
its meaning. It had its- development and 
proper application in the wild and wooly 
region of our common country and has 
spread wherever American push and energy 
have penetrated. To hustle, in short, 
means to get there by the nearest cut. Getting 


there made MeLaughlin's fame and estab- 
lished the American school of riding. No 
other jockey ever rode as McLaughlin did 
when at the pinnacle of his fame. Turfmen 
will tell you on the spur of the moment that 
races are won at the finish, but when advised 
to consider seriously the style and method of 
McLaughlin they will admit most of his raves 
were won at the beginning. In certain 
respects other jockeys are his equals, but as a 
rider of 2-year-olds he was never approached. 
IT WAS OR THE T. Y. 0. 
he made his name. Here the English art of 
waiting was a disastrous expedient. English 
jockey importations, such as Hayward, Bar- 
bee, Feakes and Costello, held their own over 
a distance of ground, but when it came to a 
dash of five, six or seven furlongs, they were 
hopelessly outclassed. McLaughlin would 
have the race won before they got fairly 
started. Whenintheemploy of the Dwyer 
Bros. he rode their 8-year-olds at exercise 
and taught them the art of getting awsy. No 
matter where he might be when the starter 
dropped bis red fag he was invariably in the 
lead in the end ofthe first sixteenth. Then, 
having the fleld-at his back, he would take a 
gentle pull at his mount, céax him into his 
stride, give him a chance to recover breath, 
and in the home-stretch come away au easy 
winner with the field floundering at his 
heels. 

There seemed to be a mental relation be- 
tween McLaughlin and his mounts that in- 
spired them with confidence. Many times he 
won with horses that, ridden by other 
jockeys, would have been unplaced. Nothing 
is truer than at good horses make good 
jockeys. Aroguish horse, one that will not 
try, will rnin the reputation of any rider. The 
Dwyers for several years gave McLaughlin 
the 

BEST MOUNTS THAT TROD THE TURF, 
mounts that almost any jockey could have 
ridden to victory, vet such was McLaugblin’s 
fame, that he received all the credit ior the 
marvelous success of the Brooklyn stable. 
In 1888 the Dwyers’ horses were in bad shape; 
they could win little or nothing 
for months, and during that period the public 
did its best to hound McLaughlin off the turf. 
The race- going community held him responsi- 
ble for every defeat he suffered. No explana- 
tlon or excuse could satisfy investors who lost 
on his mounts, The horses he rode became 
cespised outsiders in the betting—there is no 
surer evidence of a jockey’s fall—and the busy 
tongue of scandal tarnished his fair name. 
Disgusted and disheartened, he left the Dwy- 
ers and signed with the Chicago Stable for the 
season of 1889; but the change gained him 
nothing. Weight and 

DISCOURAGEMENT OVERTOOK HIM. 

He was under contract to ride at 115 pounds, 
but found it well nigh impossible to get down 
to 125, so before the season was half gone he 
threw up his contract and retired from the 
saddle. Returning East he rode a few times 
for August Belmont and J. B. Haggin, when 
Raceland, Firenzi and Salvator were in at a 
weight which he could make without too 
much reducing. In August, Pierre Lorillard 
engaged him as a trainer for the Rancocas 
establishment, and bis duties began there on 
January 1. Last fall he started horses at 
Clifton, N. J., an occupation which he as- 
sured the writer was much essier than riding. 

McLaugbliin’s exceptional skill on the F. 
I. O. served him to little purpose over a dis- 
tance of ground and in longer races, say 
from a mile and a quarter to two miles, he 
often met his match in Hayward, Garrison 
and Hamilton. Asa judge of pace he never 
ranked with Hayward, than whom America 
has not seen a more finished artist, whileina 
driyiug finish both Garrison and Hamilton 
frequently proved themselves his superiors.
